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& 500 k cannabis haul 
in record police raids

POLICE have seized more 
than £500,000 worth of 
cannabis after swooping 
on two homes in the Ely 
area. 

The raids saw the biggest 
seizure of cannabis plants 
in Cambridgeshire - with a 
total of 1,000 plants recov¬ 
ered from the properties. 

Three people have been charged 
with drug offences after the dram¬ 
atic busts last Thursday 

Officers swooped on an address 
in Waterside, Ely at around 10am 
which saw two people arrested and 
500 plants seized. 

Around 20 minutes later, officers 
raided a detached house in 
Victoria Street, Littleport, where a 
further 500 plants were found. 

Residents were shocked as police 
cars and vans raced to the 
premises on what was Ely’s busy 
market day 

One Waterside resident said: “I 
couldn’t believe what was happ¬ 
ening - it was complete pande¬ 
monium. 

“Police cars were coming from 
everywhere and then I saw the 
door of the house rammed down. 

“I knew it must have been some¬ 
thing serious but never imagined 
it would be as big as what it was. 

“At least the police are able to 
locate these drug dens and crack 
down on them.” 

Some of the plants seized were 
more than 3ft tall and officers also 
found four black bags of skunk 
cannabis which was ready to be 
sold on. 

Electricity metres had been 


bypassed and the houses were 
covered in damp where hose reels 
had been used to water the plants. 

Both properties were rented and 
the raids come after a warning was 
issued by police to landlords and 
letting agents to make regular 
checks on properties. 

Speaking at the scene, Inspector 
Alan Saville hailed the raids as a 
crucial blow against the drugs 
trade. 

He said: “It looks like we are 


going the right way 
“This is a substantial amount of 
drugs with a street value of 
around £500,000 - it would probably 
equal the biggest seizures we have 
had in the county if you put both 
properties together. 

“Anything that takes drugs away 
from the streets is always good - 
this is a drug that can wreck lives.” 

A 16-year-old boy and 33-year-old 
Thanh Mui Le, both of no fixed 
abode, and 40-year-old Nho Van 


Tran, of Waterside, Ely, have all 
been arrested and charged with 
being concerned in the production 
of controlled Class B drugs. 

The trio will appear before 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
later this month.

Cannabis ‘gardener’ 
given 12 months jail 


A VIETNAMESE man has 
been jailed after acting as a 
“gardener” to 300 cannabis 
plants with a street value of 
up to £100,000. 

Khanh Van Ha, 28, lived in a house 
in Ely that had been turned into a 
cannabis factory, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard on Monday 

There were 341 plants at the house 
in Collier Close, along with growing 
equipment such as lamps, 
transformers and drums of fert¬ 
iliser. 

Police busted the operation after 
using a helicopter fitted with 
thermal imaging equipment to spot 
lamp heat. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth sent¬ 
enced Van Ha to 12 months’ imp¬ 
risonment and recommended that he 
be deported afterwards.

But Judge Haworth told him his 
role was a lowly one and he played 
no part in the organisation or 
running of the cannabis factory 

Van Ha had previously pleaded 
guilty to producing a controlled 
Class C substance. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said 
police swooped on January 19 after 
tip-offs from members of the public 
prompted the helicopter operation. 
Van Ha tried to escape, but was 
arrested. 

Ms Walker said the 341 plants 
would have had a street value at 
maturity between just under £50,000 
and £100,000. 

Windows at the property were 
covered with black sheeting, the 


court heard. Van Ha, the only occ¬ 
upant of the house, was given daily 
telephone instructions on how to 
feed and water the plants, Ms Walker 
said. 

She told the court that Van Ha had 
entered Britain without doc¬ 
umentation via France, travelling 
“under a lorry”. 

In a police interview, Van Ha said 
he had been told by a man called 
Hung that the only way he could 
obtain work in Britain was by 
growing cannabis. 

Jehad Mustafa, mitigating, said 
Van Ha had co-operated with police, 
was not a career criminal and had 
left Vietnam with “good intentions” 
seeking to “improve his life”. 

Van Ha had only taken up the 
work at the cannabis factory after 
exhausting all other options, Mr 
Mustafa added.

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Pits owner looks to judical 
review in special site ruling

THE owner of Roswell Pits is 
considering plans for a judicial 
review into the recent decision to 
make the area a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI). 

Jeremy Tyrrell also claims that those 
who applauded the decision are unaware 
of the “huge negative effects” it will have 
on the city 

Ely Pits and Meadows became the first 
conservation site to be designated a SSSI 
by the new agency Natural England. 

After months of consultation, the body 
confirmed it to be a national conservation 
site last month. The decision will see its 
abundance of rare birds, including 
bitterns and bearded tits, protected for 
centuries to come. 

It also means that any action that could 
damage the features of the pits, from 
hedge trimming to the use of vehicles, 
must be agreed by Natural England. 

Mr Tyrrell’s plans to create mooring 
sites on the pits could now be threatened, 
as local authorities are duty bound to 
adhere to SSSI notices when considering 
development plans. 

But Mr Tyrrell believes residents are 
also unaware of the consequences the SSSI 
could have on them and the city’s future 
and has branded the decision “flawed”. 



Tree to get a trim 

A CITY car park will be 
closed while a large tree at 
its entrance is pruned. 

St Mary’s Street car park, in 
Ely, will be shut during the 
morning next Tuesday to 
allow tree surgeons to cut off 
over-grown branches. 

Signs will be put up in 
advance reminding those 
using the car park overnight 
to leave the car park safely. 
Cathy White, trees officer at 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said: “We 
apologise for any 
inconvenience that this work 
will cause but by doing the 
work now, we hope to 
minimise disruption later 
on.”

“What people do not realise is that this 
SSSI has huge negative effects on Ely. 
There are 28 operations that cannot be 
carried out on those pits without the go- 
ahead from Natural England. 

“Interestingly, one of them includes 
‘recreational or other activities likely to 
damage or disturb the features of special 
interest of their habitats’. 

“Does this mean that people will never 
be able to walk their dogs in the area or 
picnic by the pits? Does it mean it will just 
be left unmanaged for years on end? 

“People need to stand up and see this for 
what it really is - especially when plans for 
a country park are currently being drawn 
up.” 

But Natural England says he is wrong to 
think it will be a burden on the local 
community 

Dr Nigel Russell, from the body, said: 
“Most people have welcomed the news of 
its protection as a real bonus. 

“Designation means that this natural 
environment will be protected as a quiet 
place for people to enjoy nature for 
generations to come. 

“He is certainly wrong to think that dog 
walking and picnics will be banned. 

“Consent from Natural England is 
required for any operation that has the 
potential to damage the interest of the 
SSSI but the procedure is in place purely to 
allow adequate consultation before works 
or activities can go ahead.”

that for all its con¬ 
sultation beforehand, 
the Post Office did not 
have discussions with 
the customers them¬ 
selves to ascertain what 
improvements were 
needed. 

“The customers are 
the ones who suffer, and 
so should have been 
first in line to influence 
the improvements.”

Council sticks to call 
on housing arbitration 


HOUSING chiefs are urg¬ 
ing East Cambridgeshire 
District Council to hold off 
on arbitration proceedings 
against their housing 
association fter concerns 
were raised about its 
service. 

Sanctuary Hereward came 
under the spotlight last week 
after the council vowed to crack 
down on the way it operates in 
the Ely area. Councillors say its 
services have seriously slipped. 

The association, the East of 
England branch of the San¬ 
ctuary Housing Group, manages 
more than 2,300 homes in the 
region, including retirement 
bungalows and hostels for the 
homeless. The council sold large 
chunks of its housing stocks to 
the association in 1993.

At a full council meeting last 
week, district council leader 
Fred Brown, claimed the council 
was not being listened to and 
that it was being “dismissed out- 
of-hand”. 

Liberal Democrat councillor 
for Ely, Sheila Friend-Smith, 
backed his concerns, adding that 
since the association, which was 
formerly Hereward Housing, 
merged with the Sanctuary 
Group, the service it provides 
has been “disappointing”. 

Council chiefs are now ent¬ 
ering arbitration proceedings 
with the company and trying to 
get two representatives on the 
housing association’s board. 

But Nick Abbey, the Sanc¬ 
tuary Group’s director for 
housing, is urgently calling 


for one-to-one talks with the 
authority. 

He said: “We are not in attack 
mode against the council but we 
are not sure why they are so 
cross with things. 

“It is not right to say we are 
not listening to them - we have 
invited them to get involved in 
the past and offered to meet with 
councillors but they have never 
taken it up. 

“We are aware that we are 
having problems with our repair 
contractor, Connaughts, and that 
it is slipping the standards of 
our service but we are working 
hard with them to make things 
better.” 

But Cllr Fred Brown said he 
has received more complaints in 
the last year than “ever before” 
and said that the council would 
go ahead with arbitration “on 
behalf of residents”.

FANS of internet auctions are 
being warned about their risks 
after a local man was targeted 
by Nigerian scammers. 

Mark Lesurf, of Ely, has been using 
online market place eBay to sell “bits 
and bobs” around the house for more 
than three years. 

The 45 year old has sold everything 
from unwanted ornaments to old car 
parts via the world-famous website 
without any problems from bidders. 

But the father of five has been 
forced to cancel all of his credit cards 
and change his email details after 
fraudsters struck over the weekend. 

A buyer supposedly from America 
was top bidder for an 18-carat white 
gold diamond ring Mr Lesurf was 
selling, with the highest bid of £600. 

He received confirmation that the 
bidding process had ended and 
Paypal, which handles the tran¬ 
sactions, emailed him to say the buyer 
had paid the money into his bank 
account. 

Mr Lesurf then checked what add¬ 
ress the ring needed to be sent to, 
which is when he became suspicious. 

He told the Weekly News : “The 
postage address was in Nigeria so I 
immediately questioned why someone

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from America would want the ring to 
go to there. I felt suspicious and called 
Paypal to find out if everything was 
okay It turns out that the £600 hadn’t 
actually been paid into my account 
even though the buyer said they had 
done and the confirmation came 
through. 

“If I hadn’t checked, that ring would 
have been off in the letter box with me 
being £600 out of pocket - it is 
shocking.” 

Mr Lesurf, of High Barns, is warn¬ 
ing other eBay users to always check 
that payments have definitely been 
paid before posting any items. 

He added: “I know it is quite safe 
selling and buying online but every¬ 
one needs to be on their guard.” 

An eBay spokesman said that safety 
online is one of the company’s top 
priorities. He said: “If any seller is in 
doubt over the validity of a buyer, we 
would strongly recommend that they 
contact us before completing the 
transaction and posting the item.” 

A Paypal spokeswoman said sellers 
should check their eligibility for seller 
protection.

Magistrates deserve support 


Sir, With regard to the 
proposed mothballing of Ely 
Magistrates’ Court (Council 
call for assurance on fate of 
old court house - Weekly 
News, March 5), it should 
not go without mention that 
Ely has been a centre for 
the administration of 
justice, not merely since the 
building of the present 
court house, but for over 
1,000 years - that is, at 
least since the Benedictine 
Monastery was founded in 
the year 970, when Edgar 
the Peaceful was King of 
England. 

No one would want to bring 
back the “ordeals by fire 
and water” which were a 
feature of trials back in 
those days. But as I 
discovered when translating 
the Liber Elierisis, there are 
valuable lessons to be 
learnt from studying how 
law and order were 
maintained and local affairs 
administered in late 10th 
century Cambridgeshire, 


and I invite people to 
explore these topics with 
the aid of the index to my 
translation, which has 
entries on jurisdiction, 
policing and 
meetings/assemblies. 

We may well envy the 
arrangements for local 
democracy in the days 
before William the 
Conqueror convened the 
first recorded East of 
England Assembly. Local 
disputes were thrashed out 
at meetings of one’s 
“hundred” or maybe of 
several “hundreds”, one 
shire or several and anyone 
with the time and interest 
could participate in the 
proceedings, it seems, even 
women. 

There were also national 
assemblies, not necessarily 
in London. 

As for policing, when stolen 
goods were discovered in 
the coffers of the priest’s 
house in late 10th century 
Horningsea, three types of 


local official were promptly 
on the scene to investigate. 
The proposed closure of 
the venerable court house 
at Ely and the near-total 
exclusion of pre-Conquest 
English history from our 
schools by a Government- 
imposed national 
curriculum are both 
manifestations of a 
heartless and sinister 
ideology of streamlining, 
managerial control and 
centralisation which has 
gained too much of a grip 
on our country in recent 
years. It is time for our 
policy-makers to turn their 
backs on it and think again. 
Our local Ely magistrates 
have given sacrificially of 
their time and energy 
according to an older 
tradition and deserve our 
support and thanks.

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Students register an 
interest in face scans 


HIGH-TECH facial recog¬ 
nition technology has 
swept aside the old-fash¬ 
ioned signing of the reg¬ 
ister at a local school. 

Sixth-formers will now have 
their faces scanned as they 
arrive in the morning at the 
City of Ely Community College. 

It is one of the first schools in 
the UK to trial the new tech¬ 
nology with its students. 

Face Register uses the latest 
high-tech gadgets to register 
students in and out of school in 
just 1.5 seconds. 

The technology works by 
scanning faces with an infra-red 
light and matching their image 
with key facial features stored 
on a secure system. 

Not only a hit with the stud¬ 
ents, who enjoy signing them¬ 
selves in, the system is saving a 
member of staff about an hour 
and a half each day in recording 
data. 

Principal Richard Barker 
said: “With this new registration 
technology, we are hoping to free 
up our teachers’ time and allow 
them to spend it on what they 
are meant to be doing, which is 
teaching.

MOTORISTS are being 
warned to expect delays as 
major road works begin 
tomorrow 

A £200,000 improvement scheme 
to the A10 near Littleport will be 
carried out at nights and during 
weekends to minimise disruption. 

But drivers are being urged to 
allow more time for their journeys 
on the busy route. 

The works include re-surfacing 
and re-waterproofing the River 
Ouse Bridge, as well as re-surfacing 
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the nearby A10/A1101 Wisbech 
Road roundabout. 

Cambridgeshire county coun¬ 
cillor Matt Bradney, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for transport, said: “These 
schemes represent a large invest¬ 
ment in improving and main¬ 
taining major rural roads that link 
some of our most isolated com¬ 
munities. 

“We have joined two schemes 


together and are working where 
possible during the night and 
weekends on the A10 to reduce 
delays. 

“However, to avoid weeks of road 
works and to protect the safety of 
the public it will be necessary to 
close some roads at various times. 

“This is a decision we never take 
lightly but in this case will mean 
local residents are saved weeks of 
traffic lights and queuing traffic. 

“We apologise for any delays and 
ask motorists to leave plenty of 
time for their journeys.” 


Bridge works will start at around 
8pm tomorrow and continue until 
Sunday, March 29, during which 
two-way traffic lights will be in 
operation. 

However, the A10 will be closed 
from Saturday, March 28, until the 
following morning to allow the final 
stage of the works to be completed. 

The roundabout work is being 
carried out from around 8pm on 
Saturday to the same time next 
Wednesday, and will see Wisbech 
Road, between the A10 roundabout 
and Meadowcourt, closed.

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Tourist influx ‘will 
be a catastrophe’

TOURISTS flocking 
to a massive nature 
reserve near Ely 
could make nearby 
residents’ lives a 
misery 

That is the fear of 
more than 100 residents 
who have signed a petit¬ 
ion against the multi¬ 
million pound Wicken 
Fen Vision. 

The National Trust 
scheme aims to trans¬ 
form 22 square miles of 
former wetlands bet¬ 
ween Cambridge and 
Soham into a prestigious 
wildlife haven and route 
for walkers and cyclists. 

The £2 million plan 
has been at the centre of 
controversy for more 
than a year, with land- 
owners criticising the 
revamp of such prime 
farmland into a “jungle” 
and branding the wild¬ 
life haven a waste of 
money 

Now campaigners say 
the number of tourists 
the scheme could bring 
to the region will have a 
“catastrophic” affect on 
villagers’ lives. 

Geoffrey Woollard, a 
parish councillor in 
Swaffham Prior, laun¬ 
ched the online Save Our 
Fens petition last month 
in a bid to stop the haven 
in its tracks. 

He said: “My friends 
and I strongly oppose the 
transformation of such 
prime farmland into 
what effectively will 
become a jungle and so 
many people see the 
scheme as a complete 
waste of money 
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■ OPPOSED... graffiti 
sprayed on a roadside 
sign in June last year 
showed protesters’ 
anger over the Fen 
Vision scheme. 


“But we also deplore 
the threat to homes, 
livelihoods and busi¬ 
nesses that this vision 
could bring. 

“We are concerned 
that developers will need 
additional car parks to 
cater for tourists and 
what this will mean for 
our peaceful village 
roads. 

“The whole thing 
could have a totally 
catastrophic effect on 
our lives and make 
things miserable.” 

East Cambridgeshire 
District councillor Allen 
Alderson, of The Swaff- 
hams ward, backed the 
concerns and has also 
signed the petition. 

He said: “People move 
to quiet Cambridgeshire 
villages to enjoy the lack 
of traffic and to lead 
peaceful lives. 

“Why should we chan¬ 
ge this for the sake of 
tourists flocking from 
cities - it is not fair.” 

The highways con¬ 
cerns come less than a 
month after the vision 
took a step forward with 
£600,000 worth of 
funding to complete 
traffic-free paths and 
roads in the area. 

Sustainable transport 
charity Sustrans and the 


National Trust signed 
the agreement for the 
project’s walking and 
cycling networks, which 
will connect the city to 
the countryside for walk¬ 
ers and cyclists. 

Nick Champion, a 
spokesman for the Nat¬ 
ional Trust, said consult¬ 
ation is taking place to 
prevent access affecting 
people, wildlife or the 
landscape “detriment¬ 
ally”. 

He said: “As a direct 
result of consultation 
carried out within the 
local community, we 
have commissioned a 
sustainable travel plan 
to look at managing and 
planning access around 
the Wicken Fen Vision 
area for the coming 
years. 

“Sustainable travel is 
at the heart of the Wick¬ 
en Fen Vision. 

“We have already held 
a travel plan workshop 
to explore how sustain¬ 
able transport can 
ensure that the vision 
supports our aims to 
reduce our carbon foot¬ 
print as it develops over 
the coming decades. 

“Providing access to 
nature for locals as well 
as wider communities is 
what we are about.”

College’s plan 
for arts centre 


A MAJOR performing arts 
centre could soon be on its way 
to Soham. 

Plans for the multi-million pound 
project, which include a tiered-seated 
theatre open to the whole community, 
have been submitted by Soham Village 
College. 

If the £1.9 million scheme gets the 
go-ahead, the centre will also include 
drama and music rooms for teaching 
and practicing at the town’s secondary 
school.

And he is now the proud 
“owner” of six adopted 
orangutans, which will be 
protected for life by the 
foundation with the help 
of his donations and 
fundraising efforts. 
Trevor’s infatuation with 
the apes began after a 
trip to Colchester Zoo 
two years ago. 

Since then, he has 
completed fundraising 
races and dotted 
donation boxes in local 
shops and cafes. 



Trevor, of St Johns Road, 
said: “Even though they 
are the other side of the 
world, I feel like they are 
my pets. 

“I only have goldfish at 
home so I tend to focus 
all my time on helping the 
charity, which in turn 
helps them. To me, they 
are more adorable than 
any normal pet and they 
are in such a desperate 


situation at the moment. 
“They belong in the wild 
but their habitats are 
being bulldozed down as 
we speak - in 10 years 
time the only place 
people could see them is 
in a cage. 

“That is where the 
foundation steps in to 
help those orangutans 
which are forced out of 
their homes and 
gradually rehabilitate 
them into the wild.”

Racist tirade was 
‘drunken rubbish’ 


AN ALCOHOLIC renown¬ 
ed for her abusive tirades 
against the English has 
appeared before the 
courts again. 

South African Audrey Gill, 60, 
shocked passers-by as she lay 
drunk in Ely’s High Street, 
slurring obscene insults against 
her adopted country 
Members of the public were 
trying to help her to her feet on 
the afternoon of February 22 
when she turned on them and 
launched the verbal volley 
Concerned residents called 
the police, but even the arrival 
of Pc Alan Radford failed to 
stop her foul-mouthed rant, as 
she then declared her hatred for 
him. 

Gill appeared before Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last week 
where she pleaded guilty to 
racially aggravated harassment. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “Mrs Gill had fallen to the 
floor and when Pc Radford arr-

ived, members of the public 
were trying to help her up. 

“Even when she saw him the 
abuse did not stop and she 
actually turned on him, which 
saw her arrested.” 

Gill, of Lantern Court, Ely, 
told the bench she could not 
remember anything about the 
incident and that she was sick 
of getting into “stupid, drunken 
situations”. 

She said: “My husband and I 
had been arguing all weekend 
and I just wanted to go to 
church to communicate with 
someone other than him. 

“I knew in my head that I had 
been drinking and that I should 
not have left the house and I 
wish I hadn’t now 

“I have been doing so well 
recently and I am ashamed of 
this - I need to stop getting 
myself into stupid, drunken 


situations and only I can help 
myself. 

“I do not hate the English - I 
just talk rubbish when I am 
drunk.” 

Gill, also known as Mrs 
Harris, has already been jailed 
twice for anti-English rants and 
was also fined £150 in June 2007 
for throwing a telephone at a 
librarian in the city’s library 
when her computer failed to 
work. 

Presiding magistrate, Bryant 
Watson, put Gill on a 12-month 
conditional discharge and 
warned her that if she re¬ 
offends within that period she 
could immediately face jail. 

He added: “You are a 60-year- 
old lady and you come across as 
a sophisticated woman. 

“You need to stop letting 
drink take over your life as we 
do not want to see you go to 
prison.” 

Gill was also ordered to pay 
£60 costs and £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 


Taxi man fined over disabled bay parking 


A TAXI driver who 
parked his car in a city 
centre disabled bay has 
appeared in court. 

Liam Powell, who 
works for A10 Taxis in 
Ely, was caught in the 


slot next to Costa Coff¬ 
ee, Market Street, with¬ 
out a permit in Sept¬ 
ember last year. 

The 30 year old, of 
Main Street, Witchford, 
pleaded guilty at Ely 


Magistrates Court last 
week. 

He told the bench he 
had to stop there as 
there was torrential 
rain and other parking 
areas were flooded.

Poll says two in 
five want to ban 
hands-free mobiles 

MORE THAN two in five motorists think 
hands-free mobile phone kits should be 
banned in cars, it has been revealed. 

While drivers are not allowed to use 
hand-held mobiles at the wheel, hands¬ 
free kits are legal. 

But 71 per cent of motorists polled by 
esure car insurance reckon hands-free 
kits are a distraction to drivers and 41 
per cent think they should be banned. 

Also, 48 per cent believe the kits are 
needlessly putting drivers' safety at risk. 

Esure said police records showed 
nearly 3,000 motorists in England and 
Wales were prosecuted in 2007 for 
failing to have proper control of their 
vehicle while being distracted by 
hands-free phone calls. 

Mike Pickard, head of risk and 
underwriting at esure car insurance, 
said: “Although the use of hands-free 
kits is legal, motorists should always 
ensure they pay full attention to the 
road as opposed to a phone 
conversation. 

“Any distraction that may 
compromise the concentration of 
motorists should be avoided as drivers 
need to have full control of their vehicle 
at all times. 

“We urge motorists to either put their 
phones on silent when driving or, to 
remove the temptation of answering a 
call when behind the wheel, make sure 
they switch off their phones until they 
have also switched off their engines.” 

Kevin Clinton, head of road safety at 
the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, said: “Using a hands-free 
phone while driving is just as dangerous 
as using a hand-held phone because of 
the mental distraction caused by the 
telephone conversation. 

“We have always said that the use of 
hands-free phone kits while driving 
should have been made illegal at the 
same time as hand-held phones were. 

“We urge employers in particular to 
ensure their employees do not use any 
type of mobile phone when they are 
driving for work.”
